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THE TOWN of Rafah in the Gaza 
Strip is like any other in the area: 
squat, bron mud houses set utong 
avenues of ancient trees, inter- 
spersed with the thatched stalls of 
yegeluble vendors. Buses and don- 
keys jostle for passuge along the nar- 
row, potholed strip of tar that leads 
to the heart of the city. 

The main street of Rafah, tuo, is 
like any other in the Strip. Stores 
display « preponderance of plastic 
goods in the brightest colours, and 
spring lamb hangs in the open-air 
butcher shops, fleeced, quartered 
and covered in flies. This does nut 
appear to cause consternation to the 
haggling customers, who accept the 
flies as complacently us they accept 
so much about their day-to-day ex- 
istence. 

But the ππνίη street of Rafah comes 
to a sudden end. Aimost without 
warning, barbed-wire barricades cut 
across the rows of shops, and paths 
of soft sea sand have been neatly 
raked between the fences. presum- 
ably to detect the footprints of those 
(rying to cross iHegally. One of the 
fences is electrified. 

These fences, which bissect 
Rafah, are the result of peace with 
Egypt. ‘The locals, most of wham 
have family and many of whoin have 
property on the other side of the 
berder that was supposed to have 
brought them peace. accept their 
few situation with equanimity, and 
have surmounted its limitations with 
ingenuity. 

Gazans are used to seeing foreign 
armies come and go, and with each 
new army comes a new set of rules 
that are to be taken advantage of if 
beneficial, and circumvented if not. 

At the top of the divided road, a 
gale allows passage to about 300 
authorized Gazans who have legiti- 
mate business on the other side. 
Only about 70 take advantage of the 
privilege; the others are presumably 
intimidated by the paper work and 
security checks involved, 


For the rest of the divided populi- 
tion of Rafah, the only way to com- 
municate with relatives and former 
neighbours on the other side is to 
stand as close as possible to the outer 
limits of the fence and yeli, 

The scene is surrealistic. Women 
in black garb, students with books 
under their arms, and well-dressed 
businessmen, all standing in line, 
shout and listen at the same time, 
always unsure if what is being yelled 
back js indeed the answer to their 
own question or message. 

Many ears listen to the babble or 
conversation for, although the bor- 
der is defined as a Peace Border in 
the official Israeli lexicon, there is 
tension between the two sides, The 
assumption is that there is informa- 
tion of operational and intelligence 
value among the half-finished sent- 
ences being shouted back and forth. 

The fence is also a meeting place 
for smugglers, although they have 
refined the art of communication to 
suit the requirements of their trade. 
They write times and dates on Scraps 
of. paper and wrap them around 
rocks, which they then hurl over the - 
three fences and two patrol roads 
that divide Egypt and Israel at 
peace, i 
εν: ‘The ingenuity of these smugglers, 
who deal mainly in gold, is bound- 
less. Last week a 60-metre tunnel 
was discovered. Parts of the under- 
‘ground passage had been paved with

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Israeli-controlled territory, or else 
give it all to the Egyptians, Rafah 
was one of the last issues — together 
with Taba and 12 other, less impor- 
tant, points along the border -- to be 
settled before Sinai was evacuated. 

The Egyptians were immovabie 
on the issue, They insisted that the 
border run where intemational de- 
cree had placed It; they wanted no 
more and no less than what had been 
promised at Camp David. 

The fact that over 5,000 people 
would be separated from their fami- 
lies and fields on the Israeli side of 
the border was, apparently, of less 
consequence than the need to sanc- 
tify the international boundaries, 
those lines drawn up by long- 
forgotten committees more partial 
to political than human considera- 
tions. 

Rafah is only one story in the Gaza 
Strip, only one aspect of the warped 
peace that exists between Israel and 
Egyot.. 


WITH EACH VISIT to the Suip I 
become more confused over why 
Israel wants the place at all, Not that 
there is anyone else willing to take it 
at present, 

Only 360 be alg kilometres in 
area, Gaza, with a population of 
490,000, is one of the most densely 
inhabited areas on earth. And over 
30 per cent of the population is under 
the age of 14, This, we are told, is 
another world record, although the 
good news is neutralized by the de- 
mographic implications: 

The economy of the Strip is based 
mainly on agriculture and jabour 
exported to Israel -- some 40,000 
Gazans every day. 

-The social responsibilities that 
come with the control of Gaza-are 
awesome. Almost half the popila- 
tion, 230,000 people, are refugees, 
living under squalid conditions ‘in 


gn Israel Police jeep passes through Egyptian border control at Rafah. 
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eight refugee camps. And no one is 
making a fortune from agriculture 
these days. 

Egypt buys nothing from Gaza, 
and trade with Jordan is often linked 
to the mercurial course of Middle 
East realpolitik, making the sale of 
citrus and other crops unpredictable. 

Regarding exported labour, 
Gazans can expect to be among the 
first to feel the economic recession 
that must be on its way. Employed 
mainly as unskilled labourers in jobs 
that may seem less unattractive to 
Israelis when the crunch comes, 
many of them may also lose their 
jobs when factories cut down on 
production. 

Gaza has proved fertile ground for 
terrorism. Each year, 7,000 more 
youngsters complete their matricula- 
tion courses and 2,500 university 
graduates, unable to find work, be- 
come part of the human quagmire of 
the Strip. 

Along with their education, these 
youngsters have picked up the seeds 
of Palestinian nationalism and, re- 
cently, Islamic fundamentalism — 
neither ideology compatible with 
Zionist occupation. 

The PLO and the Democratic 
Front are currently competing for 
adherents, and though the number 
of terrorist incidents in the Strip is 
still relatively small, it has doubled 
since last November. 

Jabaliya, the largest camp (with 


_ 35,000 people), is the most prob- 


lematic spot in Gaza, according to 
Israeli officials there, and since the 
population is expanding rapidly, the 
problem can only get worse before it 
gets better. 

In an attempt to alleviate the 
situation, the Israeli authorities are 
offering any refugee willing to move 
a free plot, an attractive loan and 
technical assistance in building a 
house at the Tel Sultan housing 


project (an act of magnanimity born 


out of the realization that a person 
who has something to lose will think

EXPERTS PREDICS that terrer 
inside Israel proper and exported tu 
Isract from the Strip will become an 
increasing problem, both because of 
the social conditions there. and the 
PLO’s political needs. 

The bus hijacking incident last 
month, for which both what is left of 
Yasser Arafat's Fatah and the 
Democratic Front have taken credit, 
is considered an indicator of things 
tovome. 

Unable to operate over the Jorda- 
nian or Lebanese border and faced 
with ἃ tightly patrolled and radar 
monitored maritime border, as well 
as effective Isracli defences of [sracti 
objectives abroad, logic dictates that 
the PLO will concentrate its efforts 
in areas receptive to the goals of 
Palestinian terror. 

And there is no more fertile 
ground for terror than Gaza, Auja- 
cent to the Egyptian border, where 
the few Ezyptian policemen allowed 
in the area demareited asa military- 
free zone by the Camp David 
accords, ate as incapable uf prevent- 
ing the infiltration of either terrorist 
personnel or weupons as the Jorda- 
nians, Gaza is an easier target area 
for contact than anywhere else in 
Israel. 

Though the Southern Command, 
militarily tesponsible for the area, 
has gone to endless trouble to close 
off the border without Egyptian 
cooperation, a hermetic seal is im- 
possible, as any military spokesman 
is quick to point out. Patrol roads, 
electronic fences, barbed wire and 
other measures have all combined to 
make it difficult, but not impossible, 
to infiltrate. 

Over 60 infiltration attempts have 
been recorded over the past nine 
months, and even the most uptimis- 
tic officer admits that the figure 
Tepresents only known attempts. A 
good percentage of thase crossing 
the border were apprehended, and 
those who did manage tw get through 
must have had something tu do with 
the 63 terror incidents recorded over 
the same period. 

Many of those crossing are doing 
so for more mundane reasons than 
terror. Some are Beduin from the 
Sheikh Sued, El-Arish area looking 
for work in Isracl, the economic 
realities of the Egyptian return to 
these places being far different from 
the milk-and-honey expectations 
voiced by locals in the months prior 
to the Israeli withdrawal. Others are 
smugglers, said to be doing n goud 
trade in spare car parts, gold and 
drugs, but, one can assume, not 
averse to carrying weapons, 
ammunition, instructions, money 
and explosives over the Israeli net- 
work of defences ‘for a considera- 
tion. 

But terror is not the main thing on 
the minds of the Israeli military 
Officials responsible for peace on 
Israel’s southern front. The problem 
of individual infiltration is not a 
threat to Israel's security, and the 
border, despite its 250-km. length, 
topographical variety and vulner- 
ability to small-scale infiltration, is 
protected by a network of safeguards 
that preclude a surprise attack. — 

.The increasingly real problem, in 
the strategic sense, is what is hap- 
pening inside Egypt, far away from 
the front. -

A HELICOPTER ride from Rafah 
in the north to Taba in the south 
along the border that separates the 
two nations -- at peace, but both 
assuming the worst ~ gives a small 
indication of what this mutual suspi- 
cion is costing each country.

Here and there antenna dot 
the skyline, and divisions of armour 
that can be dispatched to the battle- 
field in a few hours wait in stored 
readiness for the worst to happen. 

Asif to accent the suspicion that is 
so characteristic of the peace be- 
tween Israel and Egypt, units of the 
multinational force are there, watch- 
ing both sides watch each other. Its 
members are friends of both coun- 
tries, but they represent nations that 
have shown little more than ambiva-

This weck | asked one of the 
leaders of Gush Emunim, who were 
shocked by the underground's ideas, 
how he would describe Levinger. 
Levinger is a clinical problem, he 
said. Fle was almast certainly right. 
History has known wot a few such 
people who achieved prominence. 
People who shook off restraints; 
people burning with their awn vi- 
sion; eccentrics. The alien spiril that 
hold af them gave them the 
strength and determination to lead. 
{t also freed them fram the con- 
straints of conventional moral norms. 

From a political point of view, 
people like chat can live in another 
world and still be seascnmed politi- 
cians, Levinger instinctively under- 
stood past-1967 Israeli politics, the 
messianic wave awailing someone to 
Tide it, and the weakness of the bust 
Alignment governments. te knew 
how to manipulate the Aligament- 
Perhaps this is why he never tired of 
wooing Labour Party menibers, 
even when they were voted out of 
office; during internal meetings of 
the settlers, he spoke of them nostal- 
gically. “This is one of the issues on 
which he was consistent all along,” 
one of his friends told me. 

In an unbalanced family, the most 
unbalanced was Aunt Neuberger, 
who from the mid-Thirlies umil the 
early years of the state was a familiar 
figure as she marched through the 
Jerusalem streets, declniming mes- 
sianic letters from Solomon to Shula- 
mit.

The Levingers wed on Kibbutz 
Lavi for four years, unul μπῇ. 
Levinger Worke hephenlanda 
abhi. His tern as arabbr was pune- 
tuated by quiniels, and his wite 
wanted (o leave the kihbute. Se 
when he was offered the job at rabbi 
cal Moshay Nahaliin ear Petah ‘Tik- 
va, the famiy lost ne time and made 
the move. But life wasn’t se serene at 
Nahalim either. Levinger declared 
the methods of the local sfrachet, a 
man named Fogel, invalid. The 
shochet sued him in the Petah Tikva 
rabbinical court; Levinger demon- 
strated his defiance by refusing to 
appear. The affair eventually wound 
up in the Supreme Court. 


LEVINGER WAS 32 at the out- 
break of the Six Day War. He was 
not called up, and stayed at home. 
Later, when the border was upened, 
he went to Hebron. “My visit to 
Hebron stirred up a storm inside me 
that did not abate for weeks,” he 
said. He wanted to bring the people 
who had lived in Kfar Etzion to settle 
in the Etzion bloc (which fell to 
Jordan in 1948). His wife refused; 
she couldn't stand kibbutz life. 

Levinger approached a number of 
young people he had known at Mer- 
caz Harav and in other religious 
circles and proposed thut they settle 
in Hebron. The preparations lasted 
several months, from Hanukka to 
Pessah. 

On the eve of Pessah 1968, Moshe 
Dayan was in hospital after heing 
Seriously injured during an archeolo- 
gical dig. The government was lick- 
ing the wounds incurred curing its 
unsuccessful reprisal action itt 
Karameh. The coordinator of opera- 
tions in the territuries, δηΐοιο 
Gazit, was in mourning for his 
father. The military government was 
paralysed. 

Levinger houked rooms at the 
Park Hetel in Uebron in order to 
holla Seder there. The hotel owner, 
Fahd Kwasmeh, agreed, never 
dreaming that the guests were com- 
Ing to stay. 

In Hebron, Levinger formuluteda 
number of the tactics that served the 
Cause of settlement in the territories 
and the Jes of Gush Emunim 
over the years. Dayan tried lo throw 
them oul of town, but Levinger got 
the better of him, largely by manipu- 

ting lwo factors: the media, whose 
Mentality he knows very well, and 
the political system.

Jesuit priest. clear-headed and ready 
to do business. Allon was seeking to 
promote his plan, which included, in 
its eastern side, a Jewish settlement 
enst of Hebron. And he was seeking 
to undermine Dayan's authority. 
Dayan, who supported settlement in 
the Etzion bloc, sought to preserve 
his special reltionship with Hebron 
Mayor Mohammed Ja’abari. 

And Levinger wis a walking pro- 
vocation to the clderly mayor, He 
moved out of the hotel into the 
military government building. and 
immediately sel up a so-called yeshi- 
va there. In the territeries, ἃ yeshiva 
is more of a hotel than a place of 
stuly. No one knew just who was 
studying at Levinger's yeshiva, and 
how many permanent settlers there 
were in the military government 
building. Later, Levinger tried to 
find work for his students. Gradually 
he began to receive funds from the 
military government for all kinds of 
relief work. 

‘The building, a military camp and 
prison, was a hard plice to raise 
children in, and so it was decided 
that structures for the settlers would 
be erected in the courtyard. But 
here, tou, the situation became in- 
tolerable, and after two years, with 
the strong backing of Yigal. Allon, 
the government approved the con- 
struction of a small settlement near 
Hebron. That is how Kiryat Arba 
was established. 

I once asked Allon why he had 
brought people like Levinger and 
Benny Katzover into Hebron. “How 
could we have known then what 
Levinger and Katzover would be- 
come?” Allon countered. Allon, it 
would seem, saw Levinger as ἃ 
means, nothing more. Levinger had 
the same view of Allon. It was the 
classic alliance between horse and 
rider, except that each man thought 
he was the rider. 


IN INTERVIEWS from that period, 
Levinger speaks of building a Jewish 
quarter beside Hebron as his “main 
demand." For a while, he forgot the 
dream of Judaizing Hebron itself. 
But it's only a tactical lapse of mem- 


ory. After the quarter's construction 
is approved, Levinger returns to 
pushing incessantly for Jews to be 
allowed into the centre of Hebron. 
In doing this, he is acting not only 
against the positions of the Align- 
ment and Likud governments, but 
also against that of most Kiryut Arba 
residents and the majority of the 
Gush Emunim establishment. 

On March 17, 1976, there were 
Arab demonstrations in Hebron. 
When Levinger heard about them, 
he gathered his supporters and in- 
structed them to enter the town. You 
can use arms, he lold them. They 
fired Uzi submachine guns, rifles, 
Kalatehnikovs. When they were 
asked by soldiers to lay down their 
arms, they refused. Among other 
things, they set dogs-on local resi- 
dents. 

Levinger was tried by a military 
court and acquitted. The presiding 
judge, like other military men and 
many other citizens, made no effort 
to conceal his support for Levinger’s 
motives. The government was impo- 
tent. The military governor of Heb- 
ron at the time was Yehoshua 
(Yeshu) Ben-Shahal. 

“J arrested him,’ Ben-Shahal said 
last week. “He had received an 
order barring him from entering the 
tawn, and he coolly disregarded it. 
When they entered his house, he was 
sitting reading a book. There was 
concern that if we removed him by 
force, there would be a confronta- 
tion between the army and the 
neighbourhood. In the end, Hanan 
Porat went in and asked him to come 
out. He agreed only after the army 
acquiesced in his demands: that be 
be’ taken away in a Kiryat Arba 
vehicle, accompanied by four of his 
comrades, and that he should only 
give testimony. Afterwards he went 
home. When the case came up, he 
was fined.” 

What kind of a character was he? 

“He would sit in my office for 
hours, explaining why he had to 
create disturbances,” said Ben- 
Shahal. “The man has a vision; 
there's no doubt about that. He was 
-fighting to settle Hebron; with this as 
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3 house? He told him what he thought 


his starting paint, he had everything 
worked aut... [ was surprised by his 
arrest; | didn't think he was so cleep- 
ly involved." 

Was he likeable’? 

“Not at all. But he knows how ta 
express himself, He also knows how 
to convince you on a one-to-one 
basis. But in front of a large aucli- 
ence, he's outwardly repellent 
Words get stuck in his throut.” 

What was his attitude towards the 
Arabs: 

“He'has no attitude. They didi't 
count for him. The fact that there 
are Arabs is, in his view, an acci- 
dent.” 

Was he afraid? 

“He had no fear in him. Once he 
visited Ja‘abari. Do you know what 
it was then, to enter Ja’abari's 


of him and left. Ja‘abari didn't even 
throw him out.

Did he carry a weapon? 

“Never. He would walk through 
the casbah without any trouble. The 
Arabs were afraid of him.” 

Did he have a messianic image 
among the Kiryat Arba group?

Levinger was 
only interested in resettling Heb- 
ron,” 


No ane throws 


THE YOM KIPPUR war gave birth 
to Gush Emunim. The Gush secre- 
tariat comprises many of Levinger's 
disciples, among them people like 
Benny Katzover and Menahem 
Felix, who were with him from the 
start in Hebron. A large number of 
those arrested in the underground 
affair made their way from Levinger 
to key positions in Gush Emunim 
and the settlements. Others te- 
mained with Levinger in Hebron the 
whole time. 

At the high points of Gush Emu- 
nim’s activities, Levinger would sud- 
denly 1nke centre stage. This is what 
happened in Sebastia; he met with 
Defence Minister Shimon Peres and 
afterwards ripped his shirt, the signal 
for mass hysteria. Peres called him 
“Nupoleon,” but in the end he gave 
in, the way they all cid, 

Levinger also showed up in Yamit 
on the eve of the withdrawal, ex- 
ercising a moderating influence on 
the apocalyptic mood that had seized 
Gush Emunim. 

“He has,” said one of those, pre- 
sent with him during the struggle 
over Yamit, “an outstanding ability 
to lead. He latches on to the main 
point ind concentrates on it alone. 
He understands a subject and goes 
with it. But he has no organizutional 
ability, no long-term political think- 
ing.” 

The high point of Yamit hid the 
decline in his stature. The institu- 
tionalization of Gush Emunim had 
left him on the sidelines. An ascetic 
prophet in a remote town in Judea, 
he rejected the organizational tools 
his comrades to the north were con- 
Structing. a 

“He didn't feel comfortable in the 
Judea and Samaria settlement coun- 
cil," one of his opponents said. 
“Some of the pee didn’t speak his 
language. Suddenly he was just an 
ordinary person. When someone 
didn't accept his way of thinking, he 
couldn’t stand it.” 

What was his way of thinking? 

“He saw everything in terms of 
whether it elevated or debased the 
Jewish people. He didn’t under- 


stand that there are other issues that’ 


must be dealt with." 


In April 1979, Levinger's suppor- 
ters infiltrated Beit Hadassah in cen- 
tral Hebron by a subterfuge. To 
prevent their expulsion, they took 
up positions in the obstetrics and 
pediatrics wing. 

The afternoon papers responded 


approvingly. So did Ariel Sharon. 
He attended the bar milzva of one of 
Levinger’s sons at Beit Hadassah, 
“Jewish life in Hebron won't lead ta 
increased tension between Arabs 
and Jews,” Sharon said. “Quite the 
contrary." 

The govetrnment dragged vut the 
decision on evacuating the building 
until, after 14 months, a terrorist 
attack provided them with a way to 
give in, Terrorists attacked settlers 
by the entrance to Beit Hadassah, 
causing the death of six of them. The 
funeral was a pretext for a small 
pogrom in the centre of town. A 
week later came the attack on the 
mayors. 


IT CAN REASONABLY be 
assumed that the underground was 
born out of frustration; not frustra- 
tion over government failure to pro- 
tect the settlers, but frustration over 
the limited dimensions of the settle- 
ment enterprise. 

Levinger could, perhaps, have sur- 
vived somehow by occupying one 
Hebron ruin after another, one Arab 
apartment after another. His disci- 
ples sought speedier solutions. 
Levinger imbued them with anideol- - 
ogy that could form the basis for 
horrendous plans. 

“Anyone who tries to deny the 
Jewish national stand is ἃ fifth col- 
umn," he told Ha'aretz. “When we 
knew our own strength, the gentiles 
didn't rebel... the Amb Β interested 
in his prayer mat and his home. The 
‘national rights of the Palestinian 
people’ is a Jewish invention.” 
Speaking about Arab construction in 

ebron, he quoted Kings 1, 21:19, 
‘Have you killed and also taken 
possession” 

Esther Ohana from Beit She'an 
was killed by stones thrown on the 
Beersheba-Hebron road near 
Dahariya. At a gathering held at the 
site, Levinger demanded the death 
penalty for every Arab who kills 4 
Jew. 

“Blood for blood,” he promised. 
If the government didn’t respond ade- 
quately, he threatened, the settlers 
would. “Otherwise, we will have 
violated the command, "You shall 
not stund idle by the blood of your 
neighbour." 

Whether or not Levinger ts 
brought to trial in the affair of the 
underground, he gave voice to the 
defence’s anticipated stand in the 
days preceding his arrest. [t will hea 
political rial: the State of Israel will 
be the accused. The chiurge: failure 
to safeguard the settlers’ security. 
The underground arose tur lack of 
an alternative. This line of defence 
may not save the murderers in the 
underground from life imprison- 
ment, but it will speak to the hearts 
of many Israelis. After all, we're 
only talking about Arabs — or,, as 
Levinger calls them, gentiles. 

The Gush Emunim establishment 
is strongly against this line of de- 
fence. A majority, from Henan Porat 
to Israel Harel, have strongly con 
demned the underground and the ideas 
that inspired it. Harel even com- 
pared it to Sabbateanism, which 
caused Orthodox Jewry to appose 
Zionism and fear it even more than 
it feared the Nazis. Levinger has 
found himself ulone ugain, or almost 
alone. Most of his supporters are in 
jail. 

On the eve of his detention, he 
spoke arrogantly to a visitor. 

Maybe he wanted to join his 
friends in jail; maybe he was pleased 
that he had again returned solo to 
centre stage. As he lind fought and 
defeated governments and 
the IDF, so he would fight the 
General Security Services and the 
court, and would drag Gush Emu- 
nimafter him, down into the depthso

his own terms, fortified with the 
hacking of the minimum of close to 
20,000 vates needed to cross the 
threshold for the distribution of 
Knesset seuts. 

What Tamir, Weizman and Eliav 
have in common is that they were 
among the very small number of 
talented members of the second gen- 
cration of up-and-coming leaders in 
their respective patties who were 
impatient enough to challenge the 
top leadership - prematurely, as it 
turns out — and lose, 

Having lost, they were relegated 
a political limbo for years. Now 
that the original generation of lead- 
ers has passed on they have been 
tempted once again to try to make it 
to the top in their respective partics. 
But the present leaders of Herut and 
Labour, who had the restraint to 
wait for the demise of the first gen- 
eration without rocking the boat, are 
determined to keep the inheritance 
to themselves. They went to heroic 
lengths to keep out the maverick 
challengers despite the assertion of 
the Jatter that they could attract 
many additional votes to their lists. 

Tamir has decided to swallow the 
affront to his dignity and sit this one 
out. Weizman and Eliav are running 
on personality and biography. But 
there the similarities end. 

Weizman, the man who en- 
gineered the Likud’s historic elector- 
al victory in 1977, afler eight pre- 
vious defeats of the party led by 
Menachem Begin, did it by har- 
nessing a crude version of Madison 
Avenue public relations and sales- 
manship to sell his party.

In the 1950s and "60s, Lova was an 
outstanding settlement planner and 
executor under Levi Eshkol, re- 
sponsible for some of the most 
dramatic efforts to settle the floud of 
new immigrants. Elis name is espe- 
cially associated with the fitst region- 
al planning settlements in the Lach- 
ish urea. He was also instrumental in 
establishing one of the niost success- 
ful development towns, A 

His experience in regional plan- 
ning made him a natural selection to 
head Israel's effort in helping to 
rebuild the carthquake-ravaged re- 
gion of Qazvin in Eran in the 1900s 
and then the Nicaraguan capital, 
Managua, when it suffered a similar 
disaster in the following decade. 

In 1956, in the midst of the light- 
ning Sinai Campaign, in which 
Israeli forces for the first time occu- 
pied all of Sinai and reached the Suez 
Canal, Lova headed a secret Israeli 
team that evacuated the Jewish com- 
munity of Port Said and brought 
them to Israel. 

By the early 1960s, his record was 
so impressive that Time magazine, 
which ran an issue devoted to “fu- 
ture leaders of the world,” chose him 
and Shulamit Aloni as the most 
outstanding exemplars of up-und- 
coming young leaders in Israel. 


BY THE END of the decade, when 
Golda Meir succeeded Levi Eshkal 
as prime minister, Lova succeeded 
her as secretary-general af the 
Labour Party, an appointment 
which was the beginning of the his- 
tory of ideological and personal 
clashes between the two. 

He quit the post in 1971 in order to 
write Land of the Hart, which de- 
scribed an ideal Israel and Middle 
East following the conclusion of a 
peace treaty that put an end to the 
Arab-Israel conflict. Since then he 
has been a leading figure in the 


minuscule Israel Left that is most © 


noted for being riven by internal 
dissension. 

. He was re-elected to the Knesset 
on the Alignment list following the 
Yom Kippur, War, but left the fac- 
tion in 1975 to set up a one-man 
faction and then to unite with Shula- 
mit Aloni’s CRM. The tensions 
generated around two monumental 
€gos put an end to that exercise, and 
in the 1977 elections Lova headed 
the Sheli list,

election commitment to step down in

THE LATEST Beatles bio. The 
Love You Make, by Peter Brown 
and Steven Gaines (Signet, 418 pp., 
$4.50), only confirms the suspicion 
that we're never going to get the 
entire story with proper detail and 
interpretation under one cover.

FROM BRITISH director Lewis 
Gilbert's Not Quite Jerusalem, set in 

Eilat, to Isracli director Avi 
Nesher's Rage and Glory set in Tel 
Aviv, local filmmakers are celebrat- 
ing. The reason is the announce- 
ment, made last Thursday from the 
Cannes Film Festival, that Warner 
Brothers has acquired the right to 
distribute internationally director 
Uri Barabash’s new feature Beyond 
the Walls. (For details see Dan Fai- 
naru's report from Cannes). 

. The film was previewed here two 
weeks ago for a representative of 
Warners who flew here specially 
from London. 

Spurred by reports received while 
Beyond the Walis wes in production, 
which indicated that though the film 
dealt with tough subject matter it 
was both gripping and technically 
well done, the rep also wanted to 
take a look at another film rumoured 
to be both very interesting and very 
well made. But Avi Nesher prefer- 
ted not to show Rage and Glory until 
he had filmed the final scenes. 

Most of the Stern Gang epic had 
been shot by late March, at which 
point cast and crew took a six-week 
break to allow cameraman David 
Gurfunkle to fulfill a previous com- 
mitment to Menahem Golan, who 
was making Mata Hari in Hungary. 
Nesher used the time to edit all his 
footage and this week directed the 
film's big action scenes in which the 
Stern Gang tries to blow up a British 
military installation. 

Nesher, who scored a box office 
coup with his first Israeli feature, 
The Troop, which tells the story of 
life in an army entertainment corps, 
Spent a great deal of time interview- 
ing former members of the Lehi, the 
Jewish underground. Consisting of 


_ barely 300 members, Lehi was one of 


a handful of “Jewish paramilitary 
organizations that sprang up during 
or immediately following the Arab 
insurrection of 1936-9. It's. founder, 
Abraham Stern, had been ‘influ-

IF 1984 goes down as the year Israeli 
quality cinema got its first major 
international break, it may also be 
the year of the Israeli-Arab actor. 
Mohammed Bakri from Kfar 
Baneh in Galilee gives a superb 
performance in Beyond the Walls, 
while Juliano Nemer is the son of a 
Jewish mother and Christian Arab 
father, the latter a high-ranking offi- 
cial in the Israeli Communist Party. 
Makram Khoury, a Christian Arab

mini-series Moshe Ezra Safran and 
Sons is slated to have the lead in 
Dayan’s upcoming feature,"A Very

Judd Ne’eman’s Fellow 
Travellers, which also stara Bakri, is 
the only Israeli film which will par- 
ticipate in Filmex, Los Angeles’s 
prestigious festival. The movie, 
which tells the story of an Israeli who 
retums home from Germany car- 
rying a donation with which to start 
an Arab university, was less well 
received locally than it was abroad, 
The feature also competed in Berlin 


and Melbourne and will represent 
fsracl in Corsica. 

Next month τ new cinema, the 
Renoir, opens in ‘Tel Aviv, located at 
the French Institute on Hayarkon 
Street. The first film screened will be 
Serge Ankri’s Burning Land, pro- 
duced by YNYL. Until recently the 
movie house was used by the French 
embassy as a cinemateque. The new 
managers, Channel 2 Inc., hope to 
turn the Renoir into a house for 
quality cinema. 


CANNON, which for the past year 
has been overwhelming the interna- 
tional film industry with its massive 
advertising campaign, this month 
broke all records by taking out 59 of 
the fiyst 77 pages of Variety's Cannes 
edition. The next largest spread 
comes from Roger Corman’s New 
World Films which took 12 pages. 
Cannon's ads include the announce- 
ment of 15 new features to be made 
in 1984-1985, starring such names as 
Sylvester Stallone, Charles Bron- 
son, Chuck ‘Norris, Richard Cham- 
berlain, Sylvia Kristel, and Jaclyn 
Smith.

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THE SQUARE where Tel Aviv's 
Habima ‘Theatre stands is hardly 
hidden away. 

“There is our uitional theatre," 
says the taxi driver as he fights the 
traffic. ‘The tourists crane their necks 
to lovk at the tarted-up facade of the 
building, whose glass face-lift has 
made it indistinguishable from a host 
of others in the area. ‘They are hardly 
given a chance to glance down those 
stately nld avenues, Sderot Roths- 
child and Sderot Ben-Zion. 

Even if they did, they'd probably 
not tuke a second look at the White 
Gallery, ἢ restaurant disguised as an 
art exhibition, on the corner, It's a 
pity, because its modest exterior 
hides a farge and pleasant interior, 
where one feels that the exhibits of 
photographs are mounted to give 
credibility to the name. 

A young and very plensant wait- 
ress, in # sort of pypsy garb, brought 
the bilingual menu, listing a wide 
variety of salads, quiches and 
omeletics. She told us there were 
also ἡ number of meat dishes not 
shown on the menu. 


T OPENED my meal with ἃ bowl of 
kreplach soup. The broth itself was 
well-seasoned and the kreplach, fil- 
led with chopped chicken, were 
plump and tender, without being 
doughy. Indeed, they showed a very 
fine hand at noodle-making by 
someonc in the kitchen. 

Far different in character, but just 
as tasty was my companion's farator 
soup. Here, shredded cucumber was 
stirred into a chilled yoghurt, sea- 
soned with mint and dill. I believe I 
also detected a hint of garlic, but that 
might have just been wishful think- 
ing. 

Since the day was a hot one, 1 also 


used this as an opportunity to try the 
new Budweiser beer produced in 
Tsracl. The beer was not a particular 
favorite of mine when I lived in the 
U.S., but 1 found it light and crisp 
and rather pleasing, even if I still 
prefer Goldstar. 

For my main course, I ordered 
tongue, one of the items not listed on 
the menu. The meat was tender and 
tasty, with a pleasant sauce that also 
included dill. On the platter were an 
enormous helping of rice noodles, 
one of the many types of small pasta 
known in Yiddish as farfel, a large

piece of fried cauliflower and, on the 
side, a generous portion of vegetable 
salad. 

CLEARLY, the little gallery has not 
heard of nouvelle cuisine, with one 
item tastefully arranged in the centre 
of a large, otherwise empty plate. 
Here, they are still concerned with 
giving you plenty of rib-sticking food

fo keep you happy. This came as a bit 
of a surprise. The initial impression 
was one of a place where they spe- 
cialize in sinall portions and lots of 
atmosphere. 

Indeed, my only complaint is ab- 
out the salad, which came with a 
large glob of the mayonnaise-and- 
ketchup mixture known, for reasons 
buried in culinary history, as Russian 
dressing. How much nicer would 
have been a judicious seasoning with 
vinegar and olive oil. 

My companion tried the spinach 
and cheese quiche, a lovely dish, also 


very generous, with a crust, a thick 
layer of spinach purée, and a creamy 
custard-cheese topping. The salad 
alongside had the same dressing. 

It was very greedy of us, but we 
gouldn't resist the temptation of des- 
sert, When 1 asked ubout the ice- 
cream, the waitress told me it was 
not home-made, but added that it 
‘was a very fine commercial variety. I 
tried it and could vouch that ifno one 
had actually made it in the kitchen, 
thought had at least been given to 
what was being purchased. 

But the pride of the meal was my 
companion's cheese cuke. This was 
not the thick, heavy, New York 
variety, but a lighter-than-air crea- 
tion of crumb crust and miraculously 
smooth cheese and cream, all just 
waiting to melt in your mouth. 

Having had a choice of filter cof- 
fee or espresso, 1 chose the latter, 
finding it quite good. 

The bill came to [S 3,515. 


IN THESE DAYS of food proces- 
sors and blenders, it is πῶ wonder 
that cold cucumber soup is so popu- 
lar, It is refreshing, casy to make, 
and does not have to be fattening. 

Simply chop fine, or grate course- 
ly, three or four peeled cucumbers 
and mix with a large container or (wo 
of yoghurt. Finely chop a few leaves 
of mint anda little dill anc stir it in. ff 
you like, add a grated onion or a 
well-crushed clove of garlic. Season 
with salt and white pepper, mix well, 
chill and serve. 

The fact that you have no yoghurt 
in the house should not deter you 
from making this soup. Simply sub- 
stitute leben mixed, if you like, with 
sour cream. To give the whole thing 
an intriguing pink tint, mix in a 
grated ‘cooked beet.

SLOWLY BUT surely, there seems 
to be emerging in ‘Te! Aviv an inner- 
directed avant garde -movement 
based in an underground community 
that is very much ubove ground 
when it comes to making art state- 
ments. Radiating from the Ramat 
Hasharon Teachers College, the Tel 
Aviv High Scheol for Art and even 
the Bezalel Academy, there ure 
several score young artists who are 
flooding the street with brave, not 
always goad (indeed generally poor) 
paintings, sculptures, prints and 
mixed nicdia installations. The need 
to break with the establishment and 
seck alternate exhibition space saw 
Gallery Ahad Ha‘am rise and flour- 
ish, to be followed now by Shenk-On 
and Tat-Ramah, a double gallery in 
the Rehov Shenkin commercial 
arca. (Tat-Ramah means “Below 
Standiurd"). 

These galleries are symptomatic 
of the times. Owned and operated by 
young artists they revert back to a 
pioneering spirit based on self-help 
and self-realization, an ideal owing 
nothing to the establishment and 
asking little in return, The work 
exhibited at this juncture seems to be 
secondary to the concepts and vision 
of the gallery ditcctors. 

Usi Dotan’s Xerox drawings ure 
vivid and honest anti-art images 
wrapped in political and sucial satire 
reminiscent of Grosz. and Marianne, 
The black and white graphic colla- 
ons ure the centrepieces around 
which revolve un uninspiring photo 
installation and three large gouache 
paintings on paper with mechanical 
figures standing grafitti-like in a pool 
of rich and flat oranges and purples. 
Ira Merom shows large gouache on 
Paper murals in the new figurative 
expressionist style that capture and 
fcassemble hits of Beckmann, 
Rouault, Merose and Japanese sci-fi 
flicks, Merom’s pictures are stacked 
full of seedy lust, fear, and subcon- 
Sclous dream sequences placing man 
between industrial technology and 
the netherworld. Each painting is an 
Uncontrolled frenzy that defies time 
OF space, The compositions ure a 
conglomeration of elastic 
architecture, figures, demons and 
landscapes with machinery. One

point perspective, with hidden 
alcoves included ss naves for secon- 
dary genre scenes, provides drama.

A LARGE selection of lithographs, 
graphic designs and book illustra- 
tions by the fate Russian-Jewish 
artist, Anatoly Kaptan (1902-1980) 
has been collected locally aver the 
past several years and has been 
mounted to mark the 125th 
anniversary of the birth of Shalom 
Alcichem. 

Miriam Tal, the late art critic, 
tagged Kaplan a “poetic realist,” for 
she saw in his black and white prints 
a colourful attempt to embellish the 
bitter-sweet facts of the shtet! with an 
additional pinch of sugar or a spare 
drop of vinegar. Actually, Kuplan’s 
renderings of Shalom Alcichem's 
world are in the tradition of Chagall, 
Mané Katz, Ryback and other 
schools of Paris painters. Kaplan was 
a rank and file illustrator, drawing 
the familiar crooked rural strect 
scenes, interiors brimming with 
shmontzes and figures and animals 
in thejr conditioned poses. 

He was also very much a folk artist

for his pictures rarely went beyond 
the story-telling level. But thgy are 
Inced with wit, pathos and sarcasin.

Tt is his 
symbiotic attachment to the cultural 
microcosm of memorabilia that 
allows the observer to empathize 
with the subject; and not necessarily 
Kaplan's ability to interpret the sub- 
jects for greater impact.

IN A four-person show Miriam 
Gamburd's bent, folded, and ham- 
mered copper foil sculptures project 
a quality of having been shed like a 
skin from a massive volume. Her 
hollow forms are linear more than 
planular and the apparent abstrac- 
tion is discovered to be faintly figura- 
tive. The ceramicist Slvan has 
moulded large, uninteresting blocks 
and table top formations; while Kar- 
noff assembles and paints found ob- 
jects and pieces of wrought iron, 
forming them into stylized animats, 
portrait busts and non-objective de- 
signs. Bram is an expressionist pain- 
ter whose reclining female nudes 
come tumbling out of the picture 
plane but stop short of being drama- 
tic because of her lack of technique 
to pull it off, poorly applied colour 
turns muddy while the juxtaposition 
of naturalist drawing with exotic col- 
ouring duesn’t click. (The Open Gal- 
lery, Kikar Kedumim, Old Jaffa). 


OVER THE years Tmima Zaluts- 
ky has developed a unique cast of 
characters for her small icon-like 
paintings. The friends and relatives 
of the Zalutsky Family Circle can be 
identified by a squared angle of jaw 
and cranium, pointed feet, exagger- 
ated features arid banana nose. Skin 
tones hover in the Naples yellow 
range, clothing and other disting- 
uishable objects are painted in subtle 
reds, greens and browns. Zalutsky’s 
old world folk, who amble along on 
cold grey backdrops, belong to 
Hanoch Levin. But the scores of 
.paintings are repetitive, over- 
familiar, created from a die. After 
similar previous exhibitions, the cur- 
rent one seems superfluous.

THE SPRING Festival in Jerusalem 
this year has burst into flower with u 
veritahle exptosion of exhibitions as 
well as performances, Last Friday 
the Israel Museum, with alittle 
hoophl rom sone visiting minstrels, 
kicked off its mass happening, "80 
Years of Sculpture in Israel,” a show 
which has spilled over into variaus 
purts of the city and which is certain- 
ly the faurgest and mast comprehen- 
sive show of Isracli sculpture ever 
seen here. 

In addition, the Muscum is cur- 
rently disphiying a magnificent. if 
somewhat grib-bag, collection of 
Islamic ant; with the active en- 
gement of the Museum, it is 
eo targe number of Arab 
visilers. ‘The Museum has alsa un- 
veiled its new Raman collectio 
is currently displaying it fine selec- 
ton of original prints by Mare Cha- 
gall, all book illustrations, At the 
time of writing it also readying 
its large Miro memorial show, which 
opened this week and which consists 
of a relatively large number of 
brightly coloured play sculptures of 
somewhat surrealist bent by the 
great Catalan master, as well as a 
fine sclection of his graphic work. 
The works, all made between the 
years 1949-75, come from the 
Maeght Foundation and Maeght 
Gallery. 

Next week the [srael Museum's 
Design Pavilion presents a show de- 
voted to traditional Japanese 
peasant packaging,” as well as a 
display of “Pop” architecture. In 
addition the Museum continues with 
its large installation of works by 
visiting “image" artist Jonathan 
Borofsky; and another by our own 
Nahum Tevet. 

Four Jerusalem galleries are also 
opening parallel shows of Israeli 
sculpture; and the Jerusalem Artists 
House has a massive show of paint- 
ings, drawings and cartoons dealing 
with the period of the War of Libera- 
tion, most of them made between 
1947-49, ubout which more next 
week, 

But to get back‘to the sculpture, 
There ure about 100 participants, 
some represented with a number of 
works; others have works per- 
manently sited in public placcs 
around the city. ‘ 

Anyone with any halfway claim 
has been included; the jury (sculptor 
Dov Feigin, Curator (gal Zalmona 
and Art Adviser to the Mayor, 
Michael Levin) seem to have con- 
centrated on selecting works rather 
than artists; but much of their selec- 
tion was ‘dictated to them by cir- 
cumstance, 


IF THERE'S one lesson that emerges 
fron. this gigantic exercise it is that

engineering and illusionism that 
characterized their work (and that of 
Shlomo Koren, and early Kadlsh- 
man) subsequently guve way to what 
our theoreticians love to call 
“mythos,” more lately a conscious 
turn to making works from the very 
sticks and stones and carth of the 
land. As with the “Canaanites” of 40 
and more years ago, the Innguage 
was ostensibly thal of past indige- 
nous cultures but is actually largely 
that of Documenta and international 
art fashion of the seventies, from 
earthworks to mock anthropology. 
Mast of the new works. installed 
outside the museum and on i en- 
trance steps still fall into this category; 
others still fire off tired conceptual 
aotions. Most of them have lost a 
cupacity to interest and ability to 
shock. 

When you stop ta think about it, 
Daniel Peralta'’s wooden construc- 
tion. sary Νέος, climbing down the 
museum pluza steps, is more of it 
sculptural form than young Lun 
Averbach’s nearby (sited lucky-for- 
him at the entrance to the Billy Rose 
Sculpture Garden) “Fata Morga- 
na,” a veritable theatre set of a 
ruined church, all hewn columns and 
shattered floor. Yet it is the latter's 
successful theatricality and sym- 
pathetic use of good wood that gives 
us the nore satisfying westhetic ex- 
perience. 


And then there are a few more 
outdoor curiosities in which the idea 
is more intriguing than the actual 
“work,” like Dov Or Ner’s gigantic 
Pershing missile made, paradoxicul- 
ly — or symbolically ~ of olive bran- 
ches, wired together with the help of 
everyone on his kibbutz; and Serge 
Spitzer’s positioning of a dummy 
Sherman tank on the roof of the 
Jerusalem Theatre, one of the other 
venues for contemporary works. 


All in all, one wades through 
several different seas of sculpture 
but each sea tends to take on its own 
certain sameness of outlook; few 
make waves. Danziger’s “Nimrod” 
now looks harmless; while next to it, 
a beautifully carved little ram's 
head, by Mordecai Gumpel, made in 
1948-49, looks a lot more interest- 
ing. Chana Orloff remains as im- 
pressive as ever; there is a particular- 
ly fine stone .carving of a woman 
(Hanna Rovina?) by her from 1935 
at the recently opened downtown 
Ticho House, where other works are 
on show. Still impressive too is Ze’ev 
Ben Zvi, an early Bezalel teacher. 
Carving either Wood or storie is 
rapidly becoming a thing of the past; 
there is only an echo of the use of 
cutting in the sundered and re- 
‘assembled pieces of the inventive 
Michael Gittin, one of which is on 
show in the Billy Rose Pavilion, 
which also houses an escape hatch 
construction by Serge Spitzer that is

OF couse one cannot forget that 
the scape af this show is provineial in 
seale and standard. 1 doubt if many 
outside this country wauld be moved 
by the “niythos" allegedly inherent 
in the work of Danziger; or be lost in 
admiration for such locatly estab- 
lished figures as Shemi or Tumarkin. 
‘The earnestness with which our local 
historians categorize and theorize 
about the development of sculpture 
here is charaeteristie of the whole art 
industry lucay, at branch of the wortd 
economy which both nurtures and 
feeds upon a vast infrastructure of 
Mmuscums, curitors, dealers, collec. 
tors, historians, teachers and in 
some cases, even critics. The shock 
of the new is always welcome but is 
often little more than that. It forcibly 
reminds me of Andy Warhol's most 
perceptive and often misconstrued 
dictum: that everyone can be famous 
for 20 minutes. 


IT JUST isn't possible, not even for 
an experienced skinumer like myself, 
to get around for a good look at 
everything connected with “80 
Years" in a day or two; and some 
events are still to be seen, like sever- 
al'sculptural(?) happenings to take 
place in the Liberty Bell Garden on 
Sunday and Monday, when Adina 
Bar On, Eli Dor Cohen and Mott 
Mizrahi will present performances. 
Also, Micha Ullman is doing some- 
thing with the histurical cable that 
liled supplies to the beleaguered 
Isrucl forces holding the Dormition 
on Mt. Zion during the War of 
Independence.

A useful catalogue-cum-pamphlet 
containing τ map of alt the perma- 
nent outdoor sculpture in Jerusalem 
and another detailing those through:

That the 
profusely illustrated catalogue was 
Teady for the opening is n welcome 
innovation, but caveat emptor: a few 
of the pieces illustrated in the cata- 
logue are not those on display.

One connected with it deserves a vote 
of thanks, 


Finally, let me note some parallel 
events we cannot find space to cover 
in detail: a film marathon, largely 
devoted to contemporary American 
sculpture, will take place at the Jeru- 
salem Cinematheque on May 
from 10-5 p.m.

managed to put together 100 films 
from 20 countries, with about five 
shows scheduled each day for three 
weeks. The festival opens on Sunday 
night with a midnight screen- 
ing of Ettore Scola’s Le Bud (1983), a 
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film without dialogue that reflects 
the history of French society in the 
microcusm of a dance hull, Like a 
number of other foreign films 
ordered for the festival, it will be 
distributed commercially in’ Israel 
later this year. 

Jn various stuges of its evolution, 
the project was going tu be a Jewish 
film festival, in cooperation with the 
Diaspora Museum in Tel Aviv. anda 
festival of theatre-related films 
(since it coincides with the Israel 
Festival). Like the amphibian, the 
final product incorporates the gills of 
its earlier avatars, but it is much 
richer. 

It differs from the usual screenings 
of the Cinematheque in that it offers 
mainly recent films, most of them 
not yel in the Cinemathéque ar- 
chives. “1 hope Jerusalemites will 
treat it as a festival." says Van [cer. 
“| know they have to go te work and 
all that..." 


PERHAPS scheduling it to coincide 
with the Israel Festival was vat such 
a good idea, since theatre, dance and 
concerts are likely to be the first 
priority of Jerusalemites for spend- 
ing time and money? That's a possi- 
bility, she says, but there will be lots 
of people from out of town, tov, and

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THE PHOTO shows a man pulling a 
cart. His name is Nut Gutman, Af- 
ter working as a bank elerk for six 
years, Gutman was dismissed; not 
for embezzlement or incompetence, 
but for being a Jew. After two 
‘months of searching for employ- 
ment, Guiman became a porter. 
The loads he dragged — suretimes 
for several miles — weighed bet- 
ween 45 and 90 pounds, And when 
no work could be found, he und his 
family simply starved. 

The photo of Nat Gutman is one 
of the thousands of photographs 
taken by Roman Vishniac of 
Eastern European Jewry on the eve 
of the Hotocaust, Some 200 of them 
have been reproduced in A 
Vanished World. A mugnificent 
photographic collectiun enhanced 
by Vishniac's own commentaries 
and ἃ foreword by Elie Wiesel. 

Born near St. Petersburg to well- 
to-do parents on August 19, 1897, 
Vishniac was piven his first camera 
al the age of seven, Afler the Rus- 
sian Revolution, he and his family 
immigrated to Berlin, where he 
lived for 19 years. 

Vishniue set out in 1937 on α 5,000 
mile expedition to photograph the 
Jews of Eustern Europe, He hud a 
movie cumera, ἃ Rolleiflex for out- 
door piciurcs and a Leica for indoor 
shots. : 

Why did I do it? It had to be done. 
I felt that the world was about lo be 
vast into the mad shadow of Nazism 
and that the outcome would be the 

annihilation of a people.” Speaking

ROMAN VISHNIAC'S book con- 
tains some masterpieces of 
photography. Most of his close-ups 
of people embody a painterly ut- 
tilude characteristic of early 
Steichen photographs, and of those 
masterly photographers working in 
Englund, Germany and Austria 
before World War |. They are most 
impressive. . 

My favourites are the unobserved 
slreel scenes, more particularly 
snowy winter days, These are 
masterpieces in form and content, 
and there's not overmuch intrusion 
by photographer as artist or artist as 
photographer. 

I'm less enthusiastic about 
Vishniac’s interior photograplis, and 
with his narrow approuch to-Polish 
Jewry, for it represents a program- 
matic viewpoint and precludes 
documentary objectivity. This 
narrowness expresses itself in two 
ways. Firsly, . Vishniac roman- 
licizes, presents ‘too aesthetic a

photographed, he listened to their 
stories, shured their burdens. 
Returning to Poland after the war, 
Vishniac learned that Nat Gutman 
and his entire family had been ex- 
terminated. “What a shock — these 
kind, honest people who had 
befriended me.” 

Vishniac's lenses captured the 
personal tragedies. In the late 1930s 
— before the war — an economic 
boycott was imposed on Poland's 
3.5 m. Jews. Peddlers were turned 
overnight into beggars. Families 
Were forced to move from comfor- 
table apartments to crowded 
cellars. Food and money were 
scarce. “Fostered by the govern- 
ment und the Church, oppression 
and persecution took its ugliest 
forms,” Vishniac writes. 

DURING this period, far from ex- 
averbating the hardships of life, the 
Pale's tenacious religious tradition 
was a source of consolulion, even 
joy. Although Orthodox Jews did 
not want their pictures taken — 
because of the ancient injunction 
uigiinsL graven images — Vishniac, 


succeeded in capturing the “many 
faces of learning.” 

Education, for boys ut least, 
begun at a very young uge. Vishniac 
caught with his lens a father taking 
his three-year-old son to heder for 
the first time. Visiting the same 
heder the next day, Vishniac found 
the child already getting used to his 
new way of life, "In the heder, seeds 
of learning were planted, and ‘tradi- 
tion’ was continually renewed and 
reviewed," Vishniac writes. 

Al the top of the educational 
system was the yeshiva, which was 
usually attended by a select 
minority of talented students. 
Vishniac photographed many 
aspiring scholars. 

Included in this volume are 
photographs of many noted 
Talmudic scholars of the time. 
Vishniac photographed also two 
nekubalim poring over a text by the 
light of a candle. 

With the emphasis on Talmudic 
study for men, women often took 
charge of business affairs and 
became the breadwinners. But in 
Eastern Europe in the °30s there 
wasn't much to be made. Mrs. 
Shmulevich was a widow with four 
children. Business was never good, 
but with the boycott things only 
deteriorated. She hud nothing to 
bring to her stand in the open-air 
inarket, yet she couldn't stay away.

only of his’ words but of his 
Photographs. 

The fact is that middle-class and 
working-class people, most of them 
πὸ longer Orthodox, constituted a 
very large and important part of 
Polish Jewry. To exclude this class 
almost completely, as Vishniac 
does, is to falsify Polish Jewry's 
social structure. 

Mast middle-class and working- 
class Jews didn't wear Orthodox 
garb. And the workers didn't look 
poverty-stricken. There were modern 
Schools, social and cultural clubs, 
Political parties, theatrical organiza- 
tions, and so on. They weren't 
exolic-looking, and they didn't 
allow themselves to be pushed 
around. Is this why Vishniac didn’t 
represent them in his book? 


VISHNIAC was a great 
photographer of East European 
Jewry, Unfortunately, he also wrote 
the text and the captions. He says: 
“Tt was my determination to 
Preserve a world that might cease to 


_ laken at eye-level. Did 


exist.” If this was his intention, why 
did he do nothing to show his pic- 
tures till 1947, when Schocken 
published his Polish Jews. In that 
book, by the way, as well as in the 
‘monograph. published by 
Grossmann in 1974, he wrote that 
he had taken 2,000 photos, The 
number has grown to 16,000 in 1983. 

He writes: “These pictures were 
made without letting the subjects 
know the presence of a camera. 
They represent real life unposed.., 1 
hid a movie camera, a Rolleiflex for 
outdoor pictures and a Leica for in- 
door shots,” and goes on to tell haw 
he took his photos through a hole in 
his suitcase weighing more than 110 
pounds,

Vishniac ex- 
plains, “and they vould rent this in- 
strument to prove their Aryanship,” 

In October 1938, the Nazis depor- 
ted thousands of Polish Jews who 
had lived most or all of their lives in 
Germany and considered them- 
selves loyal Germans. “They were 
awakened, given [0 minutes to dress 
and gather their belongings and 
then they were herded into railway 
cars, The trains stopped six miles 
short of the German-Polish border 
and the Jews were forcibly marched 
into Poland. The exiled Polish Ger- 
man Jews were put into filthy 
barracks in Zbuszyn, close to the 
Germun border. Many died of 
hunger and illness.” 


110 pound suitease tu eye-level, un- 
observed, when he took his pic- 
tures?

Behan had spent se much time in 
prison as a youth that the first title 
suggested for what was to be Borstal 
Bay was Bridewell Revisited.

Taking him for trial, the turnkey told 
him he'd probably be hanged. Bren- 
dan disagreed, maintaining he'd get 
“benefit of the Probation Act and 
ten shilling out of the paor box to 
mend my boots."

Behan.” 


LIAM O'FLAHERTY'S Shame the 
Devil (Wolfhound Press) is a reissue 
of his autobiography, first published 
in 1934, O'Flaherty, who is now an 
octogenarian, looks back on his first 


37 years with a certain amount of 
acerbity. The dedication (“I offer 
this dagger to my enemies") and the 
opening sentence (“Man is a born 
liar”) set off alarm bells and my first 
Teaction was “we've got a right one 
‘ere, George." But O'Flaherty 
writes like an angel, albeit one with a 
terrible temper who sprinkles 
“Buh!" frequently through the 
narrative. 


Born in extreme poverty in the 
Aran Islands, O'Flaherty dropped 
Οὐ οὕ seminary to enlist in the Irish 
Guards and was badly shell-shocked 
at Langemarck in 1917. On his re- 
turn to Ireland, only # short time 
after the Easter Rising was bloodily 
put down, he found himself regarded 
as “a pariah and a fool and a re- 
negade™ for having worn the hated 
English uniform. During the ‘Trowu- 
bles of 1922, he was one of the small 
army of unemployed who hoisted 
the Red Flag over the Rotunda in 
Dublin and held out aginst the Free 
State troops for sume days. 

“Ever since then,” he suys hitter- 
ly, “I have remained in the eyes of 
the vast majority of Irish men and 
women, a public menace to fiith, 
morils and property, a communist, 
an atheist und a scoundrel of the 
worst type.” He fled to England 
“wearing a shabby trench coat, with 
a revolver strapped between his 
shoulder blades.” A visit to the 
Soviet Union left him disitlusioned 
with the majority of his fellow- 
communists, though not with the 
cause, and he only found peace of 
mind in the France of the Popular 
Front years, “the only country in 
Western Europe at the present time 
where a degree of civilization is 
present among the mass of the 
population.” O'Flaherty, lashing 
out at targets left and right, surpri- 
singly has some kind words ta say for 
the Jews, without whom he'd “prab- 
ably be a very hungry writer. So 
would most writers who don't de- 
liberately write tripe.

made his way toa harsh island off the 
coast where the stoical example of 
his fisherman friends put him to 
shame, thus enabling him to write 
again. 

O'Flaherty has been deseribed as 
ἃ poet in prose who chose the short 
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Mory us aomeddium. If you've rend 
“The Pedlar's Revenge” yeu will 
agree with the description but it does 
exclude extremely fine novels such 
as his Famine. Yet. because of John 
Ford’s movie version af The dnfor- 
mer, O'Flaherty is best-known to the 
world al large fora work he disowns. 
IN HIS foreword to A View of the 
Tish (Buchan & Enright, £7.95), 
Brian Cleeve explains that he under- 
took to write it “because my pub- 
lisher asked me to." You can expect 
a bumpy ride from then on and 
Cleeve provides it by being alter- 
nately annoying und amusing. 

“Ireland is the same as England, 
only different" he begins - then, 
contrariwise, goes on to deny the 
myth of the Celt. “There is as much 
‘Celtic blood" in Berkshire as there is 
in Wicklow,” he declares, citing the 
anthropological and archeological 
evidence. Any differences that do 
exist he ascribes entirely ta the Time 
Warp. “While England advaneed 
faster and faster, if with unsteady 
gait. into the 2th century.” he 
observes, “Ireland stayed firmly in 
the 19th century.” 

During a controversial tour d'hor- 
izon of Irish history, Cleeve typically 
- and maddeningly — discusses the 
miassucre at Drogheda. In 1649 
Cromwell’s amy put most of the 
defendets of ihe fallen city ta the 
sword, yet a friend who has been 
examining the municipal records his 
discovered that the day befure the 
massacre the town council was dis- 
cussing street lighting. The record is 
blank on the day the town fell but on 
the very next day they continued 
their unfinished discussion. 

Cleeve flails away impartially at 
British shilly-shallying aver Ulster, 
censorship, Irish politicians and the 
Church. Instead of contraception, 
he asks, why doesn't the Church 
condemn drinking. cruelty to 
women and torture hy Catholic reg- 
imes abroad” Ireland. he claims, is 
rusty abandoned motorears, corru- 
gated iron rovufs and piles of rubbish. 
It is also, he reminds us, “a white 


road in Mayo with the wild flewers’ 


like coloured slurs on the bog...” 

I wish that space permitted me to 
quote chunks of this extraurdinarily 
honest book. There's reom to 
squeeze in just one vignette, The 
Irish president he says, and he is not 
referring to Chuim Herzog, is 
merely a kindly figurehead, He is 
usually depicted with foreign am- 
bassadors “smiling estalically as if 

e had just been told a tremendous 
joke in basie Chinese and hid failed 
to gel the point.” [5]

THIS IS AN irresponsible book 
about un important lupic by a man 
with a wealth of good intentions and 
relevant experience. 

The uuthor has degrees in psy- 
chology and education, and has 
amassed experience in teuching and 
counselling and in other social ser- 
vices. In the Ninth Knesset he 
headed a special joint committee 
appointed to study the problem of 
drug use umong minors and to 
recommend steps to deal with what 
has been confirmed as a growing 
problem. 

Coming from someone with such 
credentials, this book is an immense 
disappointment. lt reads as if it had 
heen pul together by taking random 
pages of lestimony given befare his 
Knesset committee, Yitzhaki's- 
speeches on [πὸ subject and 
Lrunseripts of luped cuunselling ses- 
sians, and then shuffling them all 
together. 

In this jumble of fact and fancy 
we read contradictory figures about 
drug use on universily canipuses, 
contlicting opinions of nameless ex- 
perts, and highly controversial 
slalements presented as if they were 
cust in bronze. For example, he us- 
serls flutly that the use of soft drugs 

“such as marijuana and hashish 
automaticully leads to hard drugs, 
without providing any medical or 
sociological evidence thut this is in- 
deed the case. 

He mentiuns in passing that not 
all the recommendations of his 
Knesset committee have been 
impiemented, but fails to follow up 
with a point-by-point analysis. He 
also fails to incorporate the results 
of survey research on drug use that 
huve become available since his 
commitlee examined the problem. 

With the wealth of sources and 
experience at his disposal, it is a 
shame that the author did not make 
more of an intellectual effort lo syn- 
thesize the material, pointing out 
along Une way where the expertsdif- 
fer and sepurating his own upinions 
from established fact. 

How such u bouk could be 
brought oul by a university 

publishing house is beyond me. O 


H. M. DALESKI'S The Divided 
Heroine provides the reader with an 
opportunity tu renew his acquaint- 
ance with Maggie 7 er and 
Catherine Earnshaw. Here are 
heruines trom the works of George 
Eliot, Emily Bronte, D. H. Lawr- 
ence, Virginia Woolf, Thomas Har- 
dy and Graham Greene. What they 
have in common is that they are 
complex people in whom intellectual 
acuity co-exists with passionate emo- 
tionality. And if this seems to indi- 
cate they are rounded personalities, 
Dateski points out that in their case 
the over-dose of both intellect and 
emotion proves lethal. We are 
shown how this conflict works itself 
out in their love-lives. The men they 
love personify their conflicting men- 
tal states. These women are bound to 
lose whether they vacillate between 
two lovers, or try to choose one of 
them.To accept one and reject the 
other would mean preferring one 
part, and negating the other, of their 
own personality. Unable ta resolve 
their dilemma, they welcome the 
chance to get themselves drowned in 
the next flood, or catch colds and

refuse to see the doctor until double 


* pneumonia has set in. Their despair 


of life prompts them to become 
accessories in their own deaths. 

In his introductory chapter, 
Daleski argues that “the single most 
widespread influence in: Victorian 
society” was the Pauline belief that 


the spirit and the flesh were in © 


opposition, and not to be reconciled. 
This Evangelical morality was so 
pervasive that its influence can be 
traced even in so-called “atheistic” 
writers. 

Daleski has chosen lesser works 


"(except for Wuthering Heights) by 


great writers which are somewhat in 
conflict with the tendency of the 
English novel toward a successful 
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resolution of conflict. Dualeski in- 
vokes the Platonic figure of the two 
horses that represent und project the 
division within the churioteer him- 
self, by whom thcy are sometimes 
controlled, and control. Daleski 
shows how the personality of the 
divided heroine in each of the studies 
involves her in "8 state of deadlock.” 
and how her author depicts “not a 
consummation of self... but the dis- 
integration of being.” 


THE PART the authors themselves 
play in the self-division is touched 
upon but not really developed, even 
though there would be some in- 
teresting parallels, such as Ὁ. H. 
Lawrence's contention, in his essay 
on “Why The Novel Matters,” that: “E 
absolutely deny that !amasoul, ora 
body, or any of the rest of these bits 
of me... The whole is greater than the 


" parts.” 


The division in George Eliot's life 


would be another case in point. She 
lived with G. H. Lewes for twenty- 
four years, but could not marry him. 
‘The circumstance troubled her deep- 
ly that she was praised as a novelist 
but made intu a sacial outcast by 
affronted Victorian society. [{ was 
probably due to her ability to work 
out the contradictions in her female 
characters that she managed tu mus- 
ter her own elements of self-division. 
Yet, it is generally acknowledged 
that she created more brilliant and 
consistent portraits of characters 


from whom she could firmly detach, 


and distance herself than she could 
achieve with a Maggie Tulliver. 
Reading these six studies, one gets 
the impression of neat hexagons fit- 
ting inte Daleski's larger pattern. At 
the outset it looks as if he will write 
about the history of a set of ideas in 
the English Novel, but instead we 
are offered a rather cautious, close 
textual analysis of six interesting 
books. There are few points at which 
the pattern becomes more fluid, but 
it seems unfair to grouch about a 
criti¢ who has done so explicitly what 
he hasset oyt to do., o 


Herniated 


AFTER nine thousand wecks on the 
international hardcover best-seller 
lists, John Ie Curré's The Little 
Drummer Girl is finally out in paper- 
back (Bantam, $3.95). The novel 
was originally reviewed in The Past 
on April 1, 1983, and now inflation- 
ridden [sraclis can at last read what 
all the fuss was about. 
" The fuss, of course, was inspired by 
the fact that Drunimer Girl has the 
temerity to treat the Israelis and the 
‘Palestinians evenhandedly. in Jew- 
ish eyes, at least, that is tantamount 
to carpet-gnawing anti-Semitism. 

Otherwise, this tale of how the 
Mossad turns Diane Keaton into 
kohl-eyed mole is less inspired than 
le Carré's Smiley stories. The build- 
up is slow and not especially convinc- 
ing, the build-down rather conven- 
tional, and the prose frequently 
herniated. 

Still, if you're willing to suspend 
disbelief, the novel is entertaining. . 
STM 
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ISRAELI SOCIETY has a shadow, 
the army, and Israeli citizens, at 
least the male Jewish ones, have a 
shadow identity: their military ranks 
ind professions. Very often the 
meinories of experiences which 
fuok place in the shadow of the 
army have only a tenuous connec- 
tion with the experiences of normal 
civilian life. 

Armies, | um convinced, after my 
awn relatively modest military ex- 
perience, are extraordinarily dull in- 
stitutions. Time is mostly devoted to 
routine and uninspiring activities: 
waiting fur other people to show up 
with vehicles and equipment, main- 
taining vehicles and equipment, 
atanding watch or patrolling, 
waiting to stand watch or putrol, 
wailing for people to relieve you, 
and sleeping. Occasionally mo- 
ments of peril and drama explode in 
the mist of thal colossal boredom. 
But often in those moments 
samehody you like gets hurt or 
worse, and you are too exhausted tu 
appreciate what you're going 
through. 


THIS BOOK explores the tedious 
shadow of military service. It takes 
the form of a journal written by a 
Paratroop reserve officer during 
October and November, 1973, The 
narrator and his soldiers sit out the 
most violent part of the war on the 
hauks of the Jordan, waiting for ac- 
tion that didn't come their way, and 
then they are sent to the African 
side of the Suez Canal to help oc- 
cupy it shortly before the cease-fire. 
Thus the foreground is deceptively 
calm, a company of soldiers digging 
in and preparing themselves for pos- 
sible attack, seeing almost no action 
ul all themselves, but aware that one 
of Israel's Mercest wars has just been 
fought, frustrated at not having 
played an active role, and relieved 
that they did not incur the losses 
that such an active role would have 
entailed. 

The central figures of the book 
are the narrator, Yair Ullman, and 
another young officer, Eri Pollack, 
who has flown back specially from 
Landon so as not to miss out on the 
war, and who chanced to be at- 
tached to Ullman’s company, as a 
“guest."" Pollack and Ullman had 
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known each other fairly well in the 
pasl, lost touch with each other, and 
are sort of glad to be thrown 
together again. Ullman finds Pol- 
lack highly enigmatic, a man who 
hus made unexpected und unex- 
plained decisions about his life, and 
Pollack wants to tell Ulman certain 
things that happened to him, 
although not the things that Wiman 
(and the reader) would like ta know. 
While on watch in his fox hole ut 
night, against the novel's present — 
the routine of maintaining a military 
outpost across from an Egyptian 
commande unit with all the tension 
and danger that implies, the 
culistraphic human tosses of the 
Yom Kippur war, and one or two 
drumutic incidents — Pollack tells 
Ullman stories about his growth as 
an officer. He uses the disorienting 
distance between ordinary civilian 
tife and the flat routine of the army 
to gain and share perspective on 
himself. 


POLLACK’S STORIES give us ac- 
cess (0 asmall and otherwise closed 
world: the elite officer corps of 
Iscacl’s best infantry troops. Since I 
am an immigrant | probably knew 
fewer uf those officer types than the 
average Israeli, but 1 doubt that 
anyone really knows them well ex- 
cept their families and other of- 
ficers, What is most striking about 
these peuple as they appear in this 
hook, which is convincingly 
realistic, is their emotional flatness, 
Even intelligent and relatively 
cultivated Israelis cannot put 
themselves in anyone else's place, 
not in the place of anew immigrant, 
and certainly not in the place of 
someone who belongs to another 
ethnic group or holds different 
religious convictions (whether 
Jewish or non-Jewish). Isracli 
culture simply does not encourage 
that kind of imaginative flexibility. 

One of the stories Potluck tells, 


with a melodramatic intensity en- 
tirely inapproprinte to its content, is 
his discovery, while he was in 
charge of a group of new reeruits 
that a suldier of his was married and 
expecting a child. It had never ace 
curred to Pollack that his soldiers 
Were human beings with tives of 
their own. The obvious lesson to be 
drawn from that extraordinary in- 
sight is that it pays to know the men 
you are connunanding, but Pollack 
tells several other stories about later 
incidents in which he dismisses the 
men under him as so many faces 
without names — he didn't learn his 
uwn lesson. 


POLLACK AND ULLMAN ad- 
Mire silent. calm, undemunstrative 
behaviour, Uiman is furivus with 
and intolerant of, soldiers why ad- 
mit to being afraid. His relations 
with his men ure rather distant, as 
befits an officer, but with his fellow 
officers he is also standoffish and 
competitive. Goruli, Ullman’s 
direct superior, is portrayed us both 
a jerk and a bud officer, and we feel 
a constant undertone of tense 
hostility between him and Ullman, 
but the reason for it is not explained 
until the end, as is the case with 
many elements of this novel. The 
amthor expects us to understand 
things that need to he explained bet- 
ler — another typical Isracli trait. 


AT FIRST 1 was tempted to close 
this book and return it to my 
edilor. Moshe Oren's prose is un- 
distinguished and ridden with 
cliches {for example, whenever cof- 
few is mentioned, it is called, “the 
hot brew"). The dialogue is also 
Tather unconvincing. For example, 
the characters, who seldom are 
developed beyond being given ἃ 
hame and « vague physical descrip- 
tion, are constantly saying lekhol ha- 
rukhot something one hears as often 
in spoken Hebrew as one hears 
“Great Caesur’s Ghosv" in English. 
-Perhups the author, a journalist and 
the oxsistant director of the Ministry 
of Defence Publishing House, is too 
closely bound to the limitations and 
concomitant strengths of the men 
he is writing about. In the end 1 am 
glad [ persisted and read the whole 
book. The second half is more in- 
teresting than the first, and it 
showed ine aspects of Israeli life 
that 1 could never find out about, 
otherwise. A sequel is in the works, 
and I am curious enough about Pol- 
lack tu hope that it comes my way. 


Chinatown beat 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR POWERS is 
the New York cop who pits his wits 
against the Chinese Mafla's kingpin 
in Robert Daley's ‘latest crime 
novel, Year of the Dragon. Daley 
served for one year ay a New York 
City Deputy Police Commissioner. 
This was a perfect set-up for an un- 
dercover novelist. Daley's 
knowledge of Police Headquarters 
is reflected in a novel that 
overflows with inside information 
on how the big decisions get made. 
Captain Powers, is the supremely 
capable toner, the cop who'll never 
fit, the man who locks horns with 
the bureaucrats on a daily basis. He 
is given a chance to command the 
New York precinct that includes 
crime-infested Chinatown within its 
borders. Powers learns of the multi- 
million dollar drug empire control- 
led by the “Mayor of Chinatown," 
Jimmy Koy, and vows to put the 
scumbag away for keeps, “Powers, 
brooding, thought of Koy as the 
lord of a fortified encampment, Not 
only did he rape and brutalize his |

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own subjects within, he also 
manufactured poison in there, and 
scht it outside to contaminate the 
wells for miles around.” = 
While pursuing the sinister Koy, 
Powers manages to squeeze in a 
tempestuous affair (the main sub- 
plot) with the aggressively alluring, 
‘TV anchor-person, Carol Cone (not 
Jewish), who wields more clout than 
the captain and makes five times the 
money. “Accompanied by Carol 
Cone, he approached as close to ec- 
stasy as it is given man to get. His 
life became huge. He soared naked 
over the polar icecap, plunged into 
the warm waters of the Gulf. He 
could go anywhere, he could see 
God. He was stunned by the power 
of his love for this woman, who had 
made such rapture. possible, who 


hud given him this unending night. 
He would never let her go. He 
would build unother room on the 
paluce and instull her there. Eleanor 
(his wife of twenty-three years) 
would understand.” 

Powers’ love for this famous 
woman jeopardizes his marriage. It 


-also threatens his career because 


Carol Cone uses information culled 
in the privacy of the boudoir to 
compromise Powers’ investigation 
of Jimmy Kay. 

I could offer further sub-plots 
concerning vicious youth gangs and 
Jimmy Koy’s extra wife. I could 
chart the progress of Powers, Cone 
and Koy from New York to Hong 
Kong and back. I could but f won't 
because Robert Daley's Year of the 
Dragon breathes less fire than 8 
Ronson lighter. This time the guy 
wearing the black hat speaks 
Chinese instead of Italian oF 
Harlem-jive, but the plot machina 
tions are as familiar as your une! 
Harry's denture breath and every 
bit as stale. 

Daley has interesting facts about 
the Chinese-Americans, but one 
usually buys this genre of novel for 
the thrill of the ride and not 88 8 text 
book. : a 
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CONSUMER advisers, myself in- 
eluded, tell the public to preter pro- 
ducts which carry a fav tehen, the 
emblem of the Standards Institute: 
af Israel. This body was recognized 
by the Standards Law of 1953 as the 
authority for establishing product 
standards «nd testing local imported 
ponds accordingly. 

Revently, however, [ have had 
occasion to question the soundness 
of my own advice. One example is 
my own household's solur-heating 
equipment. We felt i was not giving 
an adequate quantity of hot water, 
certainly not as much as when new, 
four years ago — and the collector 
plates curry an eight-year guarantee. 
We had been cureful tu select a 
brand which carried the fav teken 
although this meant buying ἢ system 
from a major-firm which was more 
expensive than those smaller com- 
panies, ‘ 

During our protracted con- 
troversy with the manufacturer, the 
Consumer Council suggested I make 
use of the Standards Institute’s 
public service of checking approved 
products suspected of being faulty. It 
works this way: if a product carries a 
fav teken, the Inslitute is supposed 
to test it on request. If a 
fault is found, in contravention of 
the standard, the test will he paid for 


* either by the manufacturer or the 


Institute itself. If no fault is disco- 
vered, the consumer must pay for 
the test. When the product is port- 
able, the househoider must get it to 
the Institute labs, which are mainly 
in Tel Aviv. Otherwise. the testers 
are supposed to come to the home. 


However, when we called about . 


the solar system, we met consider- 
able reluctance even to consider our 
request for on-tfie-spot testing. We 
were reminded that the product is 
four years old -- never mind that the 
guarantee is for eight. Then, we 
were told, while the collector plates 
had a tay teken, the firm’s 200-litre 
tank didn't. Besides, the teken did 
not cover installation, only the col- 
lectors, and there was no telling 
where the fault might tic. 
Meanwhile, we have convinced 
the manufacturer that our claim is 
justified, and have worked out a 
satisfactory arringement for replac- 
ing the collector plates. Bul had we 
not. my husband would still be insist- 
ing that we would have heen better 
off with a cheaper brand which, had 
it proved defective, would represent 
less of u financial loss. What good isa 
fav teken if it has no real hacking 
from the Institute in time of need, 
he asks. If there were no such thing 
as standards, the rule would be 
caveat emptor — let the buyer be- 
ware. As things are. he argues, the 
consumer has an illusion of protec- 
tion, but no reality. isn’t it worse? 


AS A RESULT of my husband’s 
criticism, | began looking into the 
whole matter of Standards Insti- 
lute approval and the protection it 
Provides. At the Histadrut’s Con- 
sumer Protection Authority, 1 en- 
countered another example of what 
can happen despite Institute su- 
Pervision, and this shook my faith 
€ven more, because the question of 
safety was involved. 

Ruth Kringel is the authority's 
director of quality and standards of 
Products, and thus sits on Standards 
Institute committees. One day, 
her sister phoned her about a near- 
disaster with an approved gas- 
electric cooking stove, (The stan- 
dard for this Category of product is a 
Compulsory one: both local and im- 
all ed must be tested and 

al one: di 
teken.) S must display a fav 
Bib! had happened was that 
tingel’s brother-in-law had turned 
On the electric ignition device built 
ob on a gas bumer, but 


Miriam Maller and Dov Ben-Meir in the Standards Institute laboratory. 
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the gus did not ignite, When her 
11-year-old niece smelled gas and 
rushed into the kitchen to (urn off 
the knob, the gas caught fire. 
Fortunately, the flames ran towards 
the fluor, and no one was hurt, 

The escaping gis ignited beci 
when the knob was turmed off, 
sparks were emitted from the elec- 
tric ignition. In other words, in this 
type of clectric ignition, sparks may 
be produced not only when turning 
on the gas, but also when shutting it 
off. 

Ruth Kringel quickly informed 
the Standards Institute of the acci- 
dent. To its credit, the Institute 
acted quickly as well. It admitted 
that it had overlooked the possible 
danger in approving stoves with this 
type of ignition -- a system which 
became popular in Europe only in 
recent years and is stil! approved for 
use in some countries there. It is no 
longer approved here. ᾿ 

The first thing the Institute 
did was send out a letter to all 
manufacturers and importers of 
cooking stoves, informing them that 
the relevant standard would shortly 
be rewsed to ban any electric igni- 
tion device which might emit a 
spark. It advised them not to pro- 
duce. or order any more models of 
this type, as they would not be 
cleared for distribution. 

The Standards Institute tells me 
that, to the best of its knowledge, the 
manufacturers and importers res- 


ponded positively to the request 
when they received the letter. This 
was in February, and simultancous- 
ly, the appropriate committee set 
ahout preparing a revision to Stan- 
dard 907, for gus stoves. and 1047, 
for combined gas-electric stoves. [1 
was done with more than ususal 
haste, 1 am told, and was approved 
by the end of March, but has not yet 
been formally published. The revi- 
sion specifically states that “not a 
single spark shull be produced from 
an electric ignition when the gas tap 
is being closed.” : 

There is another type of electric 
ignition which is safer, because the 
ignition works separately, and not 
via the gas laps. This type is still 
permissible, and most brands on the 
market use it. 


WHAT THE STANDARDS In- 
stitute did not do was to order 
manufacturers or importers to halt 


. distribution of the more dangerous 


type immediately. Nor did it recall 
any such models from shops or ware- 
houses. Nor did it issue a public 
warning to people who may have 
such models in their homes. or order 
manufacturers or importers to do so. 
The Institute refused to supply me 
with names of those brands which 
employed the potentially dangerous 
ignition system, on grounds of pro- 
fessional secrecy. 

On the contrary, the Institute's 
director-general, Miriam Miiller, 
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told me that it has no power to order 
the recall of merchandise already on 
the market or to warn the public 
about it, once a fav feken has been 
given to a local product, or an im- 
ported one has been approved for 
sale. 

Ina case such as this one, in which 
the standard was subsequently found 
lacking, al] the Institute can legally 
do, she says. is pass the information 
on to the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade, specifically to its controller of 
standards, Dr. Zeitlin, who does 
have the right to issue warnings or 
confiscate goods where public safcty 
is involved. 

But neither he nor any other de- - 
partment of the ministry has taken 
any action in connection with this 
matter. Nor would the ministry pro- 
vide me with names of the brands 
involved. 

When 1 asked Dr. Zeitlin why 
none of this was done, he told me [ 
would have to present my questions 
in writing, so that their legal implica- 
tions could be studied. Only then 
would 1 receive a reply, also in 
writing. 

Meanwhile, the head of the minis- 
try's department for consumer pro- 
tection, Ovadia Shraga’i, suggested 
to me that the proper channels for 
warming the public would be the 
various consumer protection orga- 
nizations. Yet curiously, the 
government-financed Israel Con- 
sumer Council, itself affiliated wth 
the Ministry of Industry and ‘Trade, 
did not seem to know anything about 
the electricignition controversy until 
I brought it to their attention last 
week. 

The brand which caused the trou- 
ble at Ruth Kringel's sister's home 
was a Pe’ér Electra and, as far as 1 
have been able to discover is virtual- 
ly the only brand being κοι ἃ here 

today which had been employing 
electric ignition via the gas knob. 
One former importer of the French- 
made Rasiéres stove told me some 
such models used to enter Israel, but 
the present importer. Tadiran, says 
emphatically that it has never 
brought in any with this type of 
ignition. 


OTHER BRANDS may have been 
brought in commercially or as per- 
sonal imports in the past. The 
American-made Caloric stove, sold 
today by personal import only, docs 
have models with spark ignition via 
the gus knobs, But the Tel Aviv 
personal-import firm, A.L.M. Inter- 
national, assures me this type Is spe- 
cially constructed to meet U.S. safe- 
ly regulations so there is no possibil- 
ity of a spark being emitted wlien the 
knob is turned off. 

Anyone who knows he owns the 
kind of stove ['ve been writing about 
would do well to contact her servic- 
ing agent for advice. The automatic 
ignition can either be disconnected 
altogether, or replaced with one that 
works separately from the gas knob. 

Should she decide to retaig the 
more dangerous type, at least every 
member of the household should 
know how to act in the event of a 
leakage of gas. 

According to Alex Moisescu, 
head of the Standards Institute's 
mechanical labs, on. smelling gas, 
one should first shut off the main tap 
near the stove, then open the win-. 
dows, and only after those two op- 
erations turn off any open knobs. He 
says this is safer than the instinctive 
act of turning off the knobs on the 
stove first. Indeed, in homes with 
children, he recommends keeping 
the main gas tap closed at all times, 
except when the stove is in use. 


TO ITS CREDIT, Electra was ex- 
tremely open in providing me with 
information. Direct ignition via the 
gas knobs had been standard equip- 


ported free-standing, Gem. x 40cm. 
gus-electric stove, the Pe'er DL-60 
from Italy. It was also optional 
equipment, only occasionally re- 
quested, on the smaller, locally- 
made Pe'er 747. 

Electra marketing manager Haim 
Shulman admitted that there are 


thousands of such Pe'er stoves in use 


in Israeli homes, sold either by Elec- 
tra over the past three years, or 
before that by the Ren-Nur com- 
pany. which used to own the local 
Pe'er factory and import the Italian- 
made Pe‘er. 

Shulman is quick to point out that 
many Western European countries 
continue to permit the clectric igni- 
tion via the gas knobs, which they 
consider a technological advance. 
But he assured ime that Electra [srael 
complied promptly and without pro- 
test to the new, stricter instructions 
from the Standards Institute, The 
firm halted distribution of stoves 
earrying this type of ignition, and 
carried out a costly conversion op- 
eration on those still in its posses- 
sion, providing them with a separate 
ignition device. In other words, it 
requires two hands to light the stove 
— one to Switch on the gus, the other 
to activate a spark. 

in the few cases, only five in 
number, in which owners of Electra 
Pe'er stoves have approached Elec- 
tra since the news broke a few 
months ago, Electra has converted 
.these at the company's expense. 
Shulman says it will continue to doso 
for customers who ask for its aid. 

On the otherhand. Electra has not 
publicized: the matter or sought out 
all owners of Pe'er stoves, including 
these sold previously by Ron-Nur. 
Shulman says this would be “mission 
impossible." I suppose one cannot 
fault a private business for failing to 
take such expensive and embarras- 
sing steps unless some government 
authority required it. 


PERSONALLY, [ fault the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade for failing to 
issue a public warning that people 
may have ἃ time-bomb in their kitch- 
ens, From what I have been told, this 
is not the job of the Standards In- 
stitute, which acted swiftly and 
firmly to prevent the fiure import 
and manufacture of such a device. 
Only the ministry could decide if 
mare stringent action is called for to 
ferret out such madels still in shops 
or perhaps require producers and 
importers to recall stoves from own- 
ers for safety adaptation. 

The fatter is the trickiest from the 
legal standpoint, because these 
slaves were duly approved by the 
Standards Institute under pre- 
viously valid standards. 

Qne lesson from the incidents | 
have recounted in this article is that 
Standards Institute approval, 
however desirable, cannot be taken 
as an absolutely foolproof guarantee 
of the quality or even the safety of 
consumer goods. New advances in 
technology as in medicine. may ren- 
der an approved standard obsolete. 
Or the standard itself may be sound, 
but faults in production can slip 
through inspection. 

It was Miriam Miller of the Stan- 
dards Institute who told me that 
“there is no better system in the 
world than one like ours of standards 
and inspections — but no system can 
be 100 per cent perfect.” 

To some readers, as ΦῸ my hus- 
band, the above lesson may indeed 
cast doubts on the value of the whole 
system of standards’ approvals. 
Many others, however --- and F must 
inclade myself in this category — will 
continue ta look for the sav teken on 
consumer goods and be grateful that 
some system of safety and quality 
contro! exists, even if imperfect at 
times. — Martha Meisels 
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
